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Aurora Considers 
Provincial Policing 



The possibility of having the 
Ontario provincial police patrol 
the streets of Aurora will be in- 
vestigated by the town council 

following a motion made at the 
first meeting of 1950 held Mon- 
day night. The motion was 
made following a request by the 
Aurora police department for in- 
creased wages. 

The increases asked for were 
for |806 for the chief constable 
and for the f*"rst class constable, 
$238. These rates were not set 
by the local police force but by 
fthe York county police associa- 
tion. Accompanying the request 
"/was a list of salaries paid to 
r policemen by other communities 
similar to Aurora. In the maj- 
ority of towns and districts like 

Aurora, it was noted that law 

Enforcement officers were all re- 
ceiving higher salaries than the 
local police would, even if the 



increase asked for were granted 
Should the request for higher 
wages be approved, the Aurora 
chief of police would receive $3,- 
200 annually and the first class 
constable $2,500. 

After the request had been 
read, deputy-reeve R. H. Corner 
pointed out that he felt, with a 
strong provincial police detach- 
ment in town, that two police 
forces were not needed. He also 
added that he felt the provincial 
constables would police Aurora 
for less than the present rates. 
It was also pointed out that a 
town of 3,500 people would soon 
be requiring more than two pol- 
ice officers. Councillors Charles 
Davies seconded the motion made 
by R. H. Corner to have the 
provincial police supply informa- 
tion concerning policing the 

town of Aurora. All but one 

member of council voted in favor 
of it 
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Charged with unlawfully hunt- 
ing or attempting to hunt and 
kill deer, three Sutton men were 
convicted and sentenced when 
they appeared before Magistrate 
O. S. Hollinrake in Newmarket on 

Friday. 

The men, Dr. C. S. Noble, Chas. 
Brocks and James Taylor, were 
stopped on November 1 by con- 
servation officers E. W. Smith, 
Oakvilie, and H. VonWych, Kes- 
wick. In their car the officers 
found a high powered rifle with 
a flashlight taped to it, a hot- 
shot battery and a searchlight. 
It was explained in the court 
that these items are used for 
"Jack-lighting deer", which 
means shining a light in the face 
of the deer and when the animal 
freezes as it always does under 
such conditions, it is then shot. 

Brooks and Taylor were fined 
$50 and costs by the magistrate 
while Dr. Noble, an experienced 
nunter and owner of the car in 
which they were arrested and of 
the equipment seized, was fined 

$100 and costs or 30 days in 

jail. 
The arrest was made at the 

Morning Glory swamp in the Pef- 

ferlaw district. 



Discuss Complaints 
On Night Disturbances 
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*. '„ Infected tonsils, defective vis- 
ion and dental defects make up 
the majority of ailments bother- 
ing the pupils of Aurora public 
school. According to public 
health nurse Miss Helen Devlin, 
only 84 pupils of the entire pub- 
lic school enrollment were found 
with any physical defects. 

At the beginning of the school 
term in September, Miss Devlin 
and Dr. G. W. Williams, medical 
officer of health, made a rapid 
inspection of all grade pupils for 
communicable disease and the 
results were encouraging. Then, 
in October, Dr. Williams complet- 
ed physical examinations of 53 
pupils in grades one and two in 
the town hall classes. Since 
then, routine inspection of 149 
pupils in grades two; three, four 
and five have been carried out 
and over 90 special ear and eye 
tests were given. 

At the present time, there are 
57 children in the public schools 
who are under inspection. These 
children will be re-inspected 
early in the spring. Miss Devlin, 
who works double duty as rep- 
resentative of the Victorian Or- 



der of Nurses in Aurora as well 
as acting as public health nurse, 
expressed desire for more time 
as she felt thorough follow-up 
visits are necessary to make sure 
children suffering physical de- 
fects are cured. 

In her report presented to the 
board of health. Miss Devlin 
pointed out that there had been 
10 visits to homes concerning 
school children who needed med- 
ical assistance and at all times 
found the parents appreciated the 
assistance given by the school 
health service and co-operated 
fully. 

Satisfaction was also expressed 
by Miss Devlin with the pamph- 
lets distributed by the Ontario 
department of health. These 
posters and showcards are in all 
of the school-rooms at the Aur- 
ora public school and are being 
used by teacher and pupils in 
teaching and learning health 
practices.

At last the artificial ice at the 
Aurora arena is ready and a full 
schedule of activities is in opera- 
tion. It was long and hard for 
the rink committee to complete 
this job, especially with the un- 
called for criticism bestowed by 
citizens who stood well back 
from the line of work and fired 
remarks that did not help at aU. 

From what we were told of 
proceedings, it looks to us as if 
The John Inglis Company who 
contracted for the job of install- 
ing the freezing machinery, could 
have put more effort in it. In 
the contract that bindod the Aur- 
ora Rink Committee and Inglis 
there was no clause referring to 
the opening, but, it was expected 
by the town that no time would 
be lost in laying the pipes al- 
lowing for an early opening. It 
was expected at one time that 
the rink would be ready for skat- 
ing around December 17 but this 
date was postponed a week. Af- 
ter Christmas it was understood 
that the opening would take place 
sometime before the New Year 
but again the pipes were not rea- 
dy. At last, when the pipes 
were completely installed and 
tested and the temporary sand 
floor put in, it was expected that 
everything was ready for ice. 
After two or three floods, some 
sections of the ice started to go 
soft and upon investigation am- 
monia leaks In the pipes were 
found and again postponement of 
the opening took place. Each 
morning for the next three days 
more soft spots in the ice were 
found and each time it was am- 
monia leaking through the pipes, 
melting the surface of the Ice. 
It took almost 24 hours by the 
time the Inglis employees got 
around to fixing them for each 
repair. When the leaks were 
fixed and everything was ready 
again for the water, the surface 
of the ice looked more like a 
punch-board than a skating rink. 
But had Mother Nature not 
joined sides against the Aurora 
rink committee, the Job would 
have been completed earlier and 
the opening would have been 
around Wednesday of lost week. 
But instead of cold weather that 
would have helped make natural 
ice at least, the mercury hovered 
around the 60 mark and the sun 
beat down on the tin root of tho 

arena. 

Yes, It took a lot of patience 
to stick with that Job from the 
start to tho finish. The arena 
manager, Tom Dickson, has run 
Into more tough luck since com- 
ing to Aurora than he has in all 
his life. But he stuck with It 
and together wilh n hard working 
rink committee they completed 
tho job and our congratulations 

go forward to them.

Had the stimulating experi- 
ence of meeting Professor N. J. 

Thomas of the soils department 
at the agricultural college. We 
visited him at his farm with a 
couple of friends who were in- 
terested in his Guernseys. Pro- 
fessor Thomas has a farm of his 
own and so maintains a nice 
balance between the theoreti- 
cal and practical. The theory 
must certainly apply because 
he had a good herd. 

As a soils man, Professor 
Thomas was naturally concern- 
ed with soil conservation as 
well as its chemistry. He was, 
the afternoon we visited him, 
about to start off to a farmers' 
meeting on soil fertility. He 
says he spends a good deal of 
his time out on the fields 
rather than in his labs and 
classrooms. "I am a mission- 
ary in the cause of soil con- 
servation," he describes him- 
self. "That's what our work is, 



mission work, preaching the 
gospel of soil conservation.'' 

"A difficult mission," we 
suggested. "The difficulty is 
making farmers see the need 
for soil conservation," he told 
us. "We have little difficulty 
with the methods. The diffi- 
culty is in making a farmer 
see the need to conserve soil. It 
is, after all, a rather new con- 
sideration, the idea that soil is 
expendable, that it can be 
washed away, or worn out." 

The professor makes a point. 
A good deal of conservation 
propaganda is given over to 
the how of conservation, little 
of it to the why of conserva- 
tion. After all, why should a 
farmer concern himself with 
the extra effort involved in 
soil conservation if his fields 

are giving him good yields 
now. 

That's the question the pro- 
fessor has to answer and he 
answers it well, we wager, be- 
cause he has a growing reputa- 
tion for doing just that. 
* • •

History And Tourists 

- 

A somewhat belated recognition of the importance 
of historical sites in the tourist industry is indicated 
by the conference held yesterday under the auspices 

of the provincial department of travel and publicity. 
The meeting was attended by tourist lenders and rep- 
resentatives of historical associations. The theme of 
the meeting was history as a tourist attraction. Ac- 
cording to the minister, Hon* Louis P. Cecite, it is 
hoped local efforts to develop historical sites will be 
greatly intensified as a result of the conference. 

Belated as it is, the conference is good news, al- 
though judgment should be withheld until there is 
some concrete evidence of an "intensified effort." Gov- 
ernment treatment of historical sites has not, in the 
past, been particularly sensible if the cairn on Yonge 
St. is a fair example. The cairn is just north of 
Summit Golf club and commemorates Governor Sim- 
coe's laying out of Yonge St. Road signs indicate 
that this is an historical site but the information at 
the cairn is so scanty that it's scarcely worth the 
tourist's time to stop. 

Newmarket and district have a wealth of historical 
landmarks which, if properly renovated and cared 
for, could be made into tourist attractions. The 
Friends' Meeting House on Yonge St. is one such 
landmark but with no indication of it being otherwise, 
the casual traveller would see it only as another build- 
ing. Sharon Temple has not been given the publicity 
it deserves as an historical site of major importance. 
The interest of tourists, notably from Pennsylvania, 
would be greatly enhanced by knowledge that these 
two sites have a strong historical association with 
their home states. 

Historical organizations and volunteers have done 
splendid work in preserving historical sites but fre- 
quently the .task has been beyond their means. 
Government assistance would be a great encourage- 
ment but even without it, investment by businessmen's 
associations in the preservation of historical sites 
would be returned to them by increased business from 
tourists. . 



Buiy Y«tr For Council

Newmarket town council has a busy year ahead, 
a fact acknowleded in the passage of a resolution at 
the inaugural meeting last week calling for regular 
council meetings once a week. Additionally, members 
of council must attend numerous committee meetings 
which, with their attention to detail, can be as arduous 
as the regular meetings. It provides an excellent 
argument on behalf of Mr. It, C. Morrison's proposal 
that council members seek an increase in their remun- 
eration. 

Foremost on the council agenda appears to be 
the construction of a sewage disposal plant sinco a 
special committee has been struck to attend to this 
project. Council is also more or less committed to 
heavy road and sidewalk expenditures, and closer 
consideration to providing a municipal building. Held 
over from last year are the cleaning up of Fairy I*nk« 
and consideration of the library board's proposal to 
purchase the Webb home for a public library build- 
ing. 

Newmarket has undergone considerable expansion 
since 'the war and members of council could bo par- 
doned if they ho|K?d for some relief from the problems 
imposed upon them by this growth. Hut building on 
the outskirts of Newmarket continues without let-up, 
Preliminary consideration at least must bo given to 
widening the municipal boundaries, Towu planning 
continues to clamor for council recognition. A swim- 
ming pool is another of the many undertakings which 
falls within the council's scope, 

There is no doubt that this will Iw a busy year 
for Newmarket's council, ixwslbly the busiest in the 
town's history. We wish them well in their endeavors 
as the new year begins for them,

Sir Wilfrid Uurior said the 20th century would 
IhiIuiik to Canada. "Time w«r to provo ho wasn't f«r 
wrong," remarks the Financial Post in tho presentation 
of a series of charts depicting Canada's growth in tho 
first half of the eontury, Tho charts Indicate, among 
other facts, that: 



In 60 years, Canada's population has increased 
155 percent. In the same time, the growth of the 
population in the United States has been 95 percent, 
the United Kingdom, 84 percent, 

Canada's working force has increased 195 percent 
with agriculture up 57 percent, manufacturing 310 
percent, forests 250 percent, trade, finance 697 percent, 
service trades, 20 1 jwrcent. 

Cnimdn's export trade, upon which her prosperity 

dejnmds, has increased from exports worth $38 per 
capita in I900 to $205 in NH& 

Industrial production rose from a half billion at 
the turn of the century to nearly $10 billions. 

Approximately one in every three Canadian work- 
ers is engaged in agriculture. There's more than $6 
billions invested in lands, buildings, livestock, mach- 
inery. The most important of our primary industries, 
agriculture will bring in this year more than $2 billions 
cash income or more than 20 times as much as at 
the start of the century. 

Mineral production has increased $66 millions in 
1901 to $820 millions in 1918. " - - 

The standard of living in Canada is second high- 
est«in the world, an increase of 50 percent in the last 
ten years only. The national income per capita is 
$1,000 (U.S.A. $1,410; U.K. $640). Other indica- 
tions of the national standard of living: food con- 
sumption in lbs. per person per year: milk, dairy pro- 
ducts, 68 (U.S. 72, U.K. 50) ; meat of all kinds, 140 
(U.S. 143, U.K. 103) ; grain products, 200 (U.S. 205, 
U.K. 251) ; car ownership, one for every nine Can- 
adians, U.S., one for every four, U.K., one for every 
24; phones, one for every six Canadians, U.S., one 
for every four, U.K., one for every 12; electric power, 
kwh per capita used, 3,775; U.S., 2,323; U.K., 931. 

There is only one flaw in this shining record of 
progress, the increase in federal revenue and federal 
debt. The former increased, almost all by taxes, from 
$8 per person to $191; the latter from $65 per person 
to $852. 



Mora Liltt Wishful Thinkint 



"There is always a market for foodstuffs if we are 
willing to accept the prices it offers, Our farmers today 
are making a mistake in centering their attention on 
prices and forgetting about costs for it is costs that 
are threatening their solvency," 

The quotation is from an interview with Mr. Ernest 
G. Drury, leader of the U.F.O. and premier of Ontario 
1919-23, now sheriff of Stmcoe County and farmer 
at Crown Hill near Harrie. The interview appeared 
in The Rural Scene, a new journal of farm opinion. 
Mr. Drury is further quoted: 

"Our dairy farmers made a mistake when thoy 
opposed the sale and manufacture of oleomargarine. 
They are lucky they didn't get what they asked for. 
To those who cannot afford butter, margarine is a 
satisfactory substitute; and as long as it is available, 
there will not Ixi much complaint about tho present 
high cost of butter. Hut if margarine were not avail- 
able today, tho government would ho uudor tremen- 
dous pressure to force the price of butter down; and 
the dairy farmers would not like that , . , 

"Value is not cost nor coal and plus. Tho value 
of an article is what you ran got for it and no more.

emphasis upon a cost-consciousness is timely, How- 
ever, tho hulk of farm costs is mudo up of fixed ox- 
ponses over which tho farmer has no control, Tho 
cost of implements, of feed, of help—I Itoao uiv costs 
which aro fixed by circumstances Imyond tho authority 
of tho individual farmer, In time, these costs will 
ho lowered as farm prices drop, hut (hiring tho poriod 
of adjustment, tho farmer has no choice but to hold 
out tho boat ho can. 

Mr, Drury 'a economics would Ih> practical if tho 
national economy wore regulated solely by farm prices, 
and sufficiently flexible to adjust quickly as farm 
prices changed, This is not tho case, and while farm 
prices do have a tremendous influence upon tho 
national economy, they aro not tho only factors. 
Under present circumstances, Mr. Drury's advocacy 
of market prices fixed by demand and ability to pay 
seems wishful thinking.

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Crop Ass'n Annual Meeting 
Taxes Capacity Of Hall 
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York County Crop Improve- 
ment Association held its most 
successful annual meeting to 
date on Friday when over 200 
farmers turned out for the all 
day session. According to secre- 
tary, W. M. Cockburn, the 
growth of the Crop Improve- 
ment Association has been al- 
most phenominal in the past 
five or six years. Organized in 
1938 the annual meetings up till 

1945 were attended by about 18 
or 20 but in 1946 the meeting 
moved to a larger room before 
business could be proceeded 
with and the following year a 
larger hall was provided but it 
proved too small in 1949. In the 
midst of that session the Parish 
hall was pressed into service and 
this year it was bulging. The 
directors already have their eye 
on the town hall for 1951. 

Keen was interest shown in 

the display of sods arranged by 

agricultural representative, W. 
M. Cockburn, secretary of the 
association. These had been 
taken from representative dem- 
onstration long-term pastures 
seeded in 1943, 1944, 1945 and 

1946 to show the way the vari- 
ous species of grasses and clov- 
ers are keeping up. Taken dur- 
ing the mild spell before Christ- 
mas the sods had been kept in a 
green house and were just start- 
ing to green up. Other sods 
showed the before and after 
effect of breaking and resceding 
a low lying problem pasture 
with suitable types of pasture 
varieties, while two others were 
on display from the first and 
second prize winning farms of a 
pasture competition conducted 
by Richmond Hill Agricultural 
Society. 

With a previous generous esti- 
mate of 125 for lunch the ladies 
of St. Andrew's had some 



scurrying for more loaves and 
fishes to feed the 160 who had 
arrived for lunch as guests of 
the Association and were thank- 
ful for a phone in the kitchen. 

The afternoon session opened 
with the election of directors 
who met later to elect their of- 
ficers. Past President Frank 
Marritt, Keswick, was called on 

to introduce the guest speaker, 
Mr. D. H. Hart, of Woodstock, a 
prominent Holstein breeder and 
very successful farmer who 
dealt with the subject of hay 
and pastures for 1950, a subject 
very much on the mind of so 
many farmers whose new seed- 
ings were burned up in 1949. 
His treatment of this subject 

was practical and so interesting- 
ly presented that it brought out 
the best discussion ever held by 
this association, including ques- 
tions on various types of hayr 

making machinery and practices 

of pasture management. Perhaps 
of equal significance was his 
reference to ground cob corn as 
a preservative for grass silage 
and his statement that the Birds- 
foot Trefoil so much publicised 
in American publications in his 
limited experience was better 
suited to light than to heavier 
soil. 

Following adjournment the di- 
rectors met to elect their offi- 
cers for the year as follows;

This play was the work 
of Irish actors and was re- 
broadcast for inclusion on the 
Wednesday night program by the 
B.B.C. There were ballads by 
Australians, a short synopsis of 
poets and poetry of Australia 
and then more music.

Another recent broadcast which 
was outstanding was the presen- 
tation of an evening of Handel 
which featured his oratorio, "The 
Messiah". ~ It was almost four 
hours in length and free, but for 
the turning of a small radio knob 
for us to enjoy in our own homes. 

Not only are these programs 
striving for variety of theme, 
excellentry of production and 
general appeal to an apprecia- 
tive Canadian audience, but they 
are placing the accent on Can- 
adian talent, young and old. 
Such was the story when a full- 
scale "concert version" of the 
opera, "Carmen" was presented. 

In the title role was a 24-year- 
old Toronto girl, Margaret Kerr, 
who is receiving wide acclaim 
from radio and music critics. 
This role marked her operatic 
debut. It is reported that when 
she first saw "Carmen" with 
her father at the Met. when she 
was 15, Margaret Kerr resolved 
to play the part someday. The 
strong character of "Carmen" 
dominates the work and it 'was a 
heavy role for her. But judging 
from the press notices which fol- 
lowed the production she did 
amazingly well. Last spring the 
talent scouts began to audition in 
Quebec and Ontario for the girl 
to fill this role. Margaret Kerr 
was selected over the other 26 
aspirants. 

The C.B.C. opera company 
which but a short time ago pre- 
sented Benjamin Britten's "Peter 
Grimes" on a similar Wednesday 
night broadcast together with 
the Toronto Symphony orchestra 
I under the baton of Nicholas Gold- 
schmidt staged the opera at Mas- 
sey Hall. The hall had been con- 
verted into a broadcasting studio 
for the occasion. Besides the ten 
principal singers, there was a 
chorus of 40 and 80 players in 
the orchestra. 

Wednesday night is not the only 
good night for radio in Canada, 
both from the audience and par- 
ticipants' point of view.

Children's Film Library 
Supplies Suitable Movies 



The Children's Film Library 
has been created in order to en- 
sure that at all times motion 
picture entertainment of the 
highest quality is available at 
children's shows. It was initiated 
by the National Film Society of 
Canada and has the active sup- 
port of the film industry itself. 
Ever since there have been 
movies, the Saturday matinee 
has held a great attraction for 
children. Too often the local 
manager has been more interest- 
ed In selling tickets than in pro- 
viding appropriate moving pic- 
ture programs for juveniles. The 
Children's Film Library Commit- 
tee of Canada Is trying to pro- 
vide the answer for the theatre 
manager who complains that he 
cannot find suitable pictures for 
children. 

These films are used only in 
motion picture theatres as they 
are available only in 35 mm. film 
and may not be used In church, 
community or clubroom auditor- 
iums. They arc for use in the 
neighborhood theatres. All book- 
ings are made by the theatre 
operator through the regular 
booking channels and in the 
case of Newmarket, the ex- 
change centre Is at Toronto. 
Booking is done on an individual 
company basis as in the case of 
any, and all motion picture film. 
These films may be used for 
special children's matinee shows, 
if so desired by the local theatre 
operator and the interested local 
organizations, or may be used to 
replace films that are playing at 
theatres but which are not con- 
sidered suitable for i» children's 



matinee. 

The children's Film Library is 
jointly sponsored by 12 national 

organizations. Four of these 
groups have active branches in 
Newmarket. Canadian Federa- 
tion of Home and School, Cath- 
olic Women's League of Canada, 
Girl Guides of Canada and the 
Canadinn Federation of Wo- 
men's Institutes. Membership is 
open to any and all national 
organizations interested and ac- 
tive In this type of work. 

All pictures are chosen by a 
committee made up of represent- 
atives of all participating nation- 
al organizations with the assist- 
ance and co-operation of the 
Canadian Motion Picture Dis- 
tributors' Association. The com- 
mittee, in screening the films,
